W ashington, Dec. 1.—The president 
has named Rear Admiral Davis as the 
American representative on the Inter­ 
national commission to Investigate the 
Angio Ruaaian contention in the m at­ 
ter of the North sea Incident and to 
make aw ards therein.

Hay’s circular note to the powers, of 
Oct. 25 last, inviting them . In the 
nam e of the president, to reassem ble 
in conference at The Hague “to com­ 
plete the poatponea work of the first 
conference” was delivered verbally to 
Secretary Hay by Count Cassini, the 
Russian am bassador. 
The ambaasa- 
dor was requested by his governm ent 
to say that Russia heartily accepted In 
principle the invitation to a second 
conference at The Hague and gladly 
associated herself with the American 
government in its effort to com plete 
the mission of the first great assem bly 
convened under the leadership of the 
Russian empire. The am bassador was 
further requested to say that, while 
the Russian governm ent very sincere­ 
ly cherished these views, it did not 
consider the moment opportune for 
the convening of such & conference, 
and it, therefore, must withhold its 
formal acceptance of the invitation 
until the war in the far E art was at 
an end. 
Secretary Hay and Count Cassini 
were in conference for nearly an hour. 
-I The am bassador was careful to assure 
| the secretary that his governm ent 
welcomed the invitation of the presi­ 
dent as an additional evidence of the 
American governm ent’s appreciation

tion to secure Mr. Hanly’s co-opera­ 
tion or the promise of assistance In 
the passage of “graft” bills, but to 
the blandishments of each of these 
wAuId-be “grafters” Mr. Manly has 
turned a deaf ear. 
Strong influences 
have been brought to bear In the ef­ 
fort to induce Mr. Hanly to declare 
himself on one or two measures that 
will benefit individuals rather than 
the whole people, but the result has in 
all cases been the same—the newly 
elected governor has refused to say a 
single word of encouragement to any­ 
one who has approached him.

Argument on Republican Contention 
Heard in Supreme Court. 
Denver, Colo., Dec. 1.—The supreme 
court has heard argument on a motion 
which has an Important bearing upon 
the result of the election of governor 
and members of the legislature In 
this state. Attorneys representing the 
Republican party have asked the su­ 
preme court, which has assumed origi­ 
nal jurisdiction in the local election 
cases, to order the Denver election 
commission to throw out the entire 
vote of a precinct in which it is al­ 
leged the court’s order relating to 
watchers was violated without an in­ 
vestigation to determine the number 
of legal votes cast, and without open­ 
ing the ballotbox.

11,000 In the state and continue Gov­ 
ernor Peabody in office. 
The control 
of the state senate also appears to 
hinge upon the decision on this mat­ 
ter.
